It will be the duty of this
officer to investigate the origin
and cause of all known sources
of air pollution and to collect in-
formation relating to the abate.

pollution, Within 120 days it is
made the duty of the director
to submit to the board of super-
visors recommendations for pro-
posed legislation, and from time
to time make other necessary
recommendations. Under the or-
dinance all county departments
are insfructed to cooperate and
render all possible assistance,
